Fifteen  County 
Representatives 
Spelling  Today 

Annual  District  Contest  Being  Held  in 

Three  Classes. — Students  Spell  1,1st  of 

400  Words  During  the  Day. 

_ Representative  from  fifteen  counties 

met  at  the. College  today  and  spelled  it 
out  for  tho  championship  of  Northwest 
Missouri  in  three  classes:  rural,  high 
school,  and  elementary.  This  was  tho 
annual  district  spelling  contest,  and 
winners  in  elimination  contests  in  the 
ninoteen  counties  of  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  were  eligible  to  enter.  ' 

Mr.  Cooper,  director  of  extension  at 
-  the  College,  managed  the  contest  this 
year.  MissCassie  Burk,  rural  school 
inspector  for  this  district,  J.  C.  God- 
bey,  high  school  inspector,  and  Miss 
Fisher  of  the  College  faculty  dictated 
tho  words  in  the  three  classes.  The 
judges  wero  Miss  James,  Miss  Dow, 
and  Mr.  Cook,  all  of  the  College  faculty. 

List  of  400  Words 

A  list  of  400  words  were  prepared 
by  the  College  from  Missouri  newspap¬ 
ers,  exclusive  of  periodicals  and  maga¬ 
zines. 

Most  of  the  contestants  arrived  last 
night,  but  several  county  representa¬ 
tives  drove  to  Maryville  early  this 
morning.  The  contest  started  at  9 
o’clock. 

Only  regular  students  in  high  school 
entered  tho  high  school,  contest.  This 
excluded  all  persons  holding  a  diploma 
certifying  graduation  from  high  school. 
No  pupils  entered  tho  elementary  or 
rural  contests  who  held  diplomas  cer¬ 
tifying  graduation  from  grade  schools. 

Only  one  contestant  in  each  division 
from  each  county  entered  the  district 
contest. 

Gold,"  silver  and  bronze  medals  will 
be  given  tho  winners  in  oaeh  division 
of  the  contest.  A  banner  will  be  giv¬ 
en  in  each  division  to  tho  county  will¬ 
ing  in  tho  contest.  These  prizes  will 
be  given  by  the  College. 

Rules  for  tlie  Contest 

Tho  following  rules  were  observed 
in  the  contest: 

All  applicants  will  bo  given  num¬ 
bers.  Those  numbers  will  be  the  only 
identification  marks  on  tho  papers  of 
the  contestants. 

A  short  list  of  not  more  than  twen- 
ty-five  words  will  bo  pronounced  as 
preliminary  oxerciso  beforo  the  contest 
proper  begins. 

Only  contestants  with  the  pronouns- 
or  and  two  disinterested  count}'  super- 
intodents  will  bo  permitted  in  tho 
rooms  while  contest  is  in  progress. 

Rank  of  contestants  will  bo  deter¬ 
mined  on  tho  porcontage  of  words  spoil¬ 
ed  correctly.  No  noo  will  bo  eliminat¬ 
ed  until  400  words  have  boon  spoiled 
in  groups  of  fifty  words  per  list.  In 
case  of  tio  additional  lists  of  GO  words 
will  bo  given  to  tho  entire  group  until 
winner  is  determined  on  percentage 
basis. 

Tho  Now  International  Dictionary, 
1025  edition  will  bo  tho  standard  for 
correct  spellings  of  words. 

So  ono  will  bo  eliminated  becauso  of 
misuso  of  caiptal  lottors. 

Doubtful  formation  of  lettors  will 
bo  counted  against  contestants. 

All  papors  written  by  contestants 
aro  to  bo  kept  by  committee,  but  pu¬ 
pils  may  soo  tho  words  thoy  misspelled 
at  closo  of  contest.  No  papors  to  bo 
takon  from  room.

Senior  Students 
Analyze  Stomach 
of  Boy,  Suicide 

Carbolic  Acid  Found  in  Large  Quanti¬ 
ties  by  Cleo  Wyman  and  Wilson 
Craig  in  Experiment  Performed  Yes- 
•  terday. 

Cleo  Wyman  and  Wilson  Craig,  se¬ 
niors  at  the  College,  performed  a  chem¬ 
ical  analysis  on  the  contents  of  the 
stomach  of  Galen  Manes  of  Burlington 
Junction  yesterday.  Young  Manes,  a  1 
studet  in  the  Burlington  Junction  High 
School  and  a  member  of  that  school’s 
basketball  team,  committed  suicid'e, 
Tuesday  morning,  by  drinking  carbolic 
acid. 

It  was  first  thought  that  the  young 
student  was  accidentally  killed  by  he-  1 
ing  kicked  in  the  head  by  a  horse,  hut 
the  analysis  made  by  Wyman  and 
Craig  showed  strong  traces  of  carbolic 
acid  in  the  boy’s  stomach.  Tho  an¬ 
alysis  was  made  at  tho  request  of  Dr. 
Frank  Wallis,  Nodaway  County  coroner. 

Craig  and  Wyman  aro  two  of  the  lend-  : 
ing  students  of  Air.  Wilson’s  chemical 
science  department  at  the  College.  They 
performed  tho  analysis  without  aid  1 
from  tho  instructor,  who  checked  tho 
experiment  however. 

.Gordon  Roach,  another  student  of  the 
College,  was  an  interested  bystander 
who  assisted  at  times  with  tho  experi¬ 
ment. 

Cause  is  a  Mystery 
The  cause  for  the  Manes  youth  tak-  i 
ing  his  life  remains  a  mystery  to  his  ' 
family  and  friends,  and  they  could  give 
no  motive  for  tho  deed,  Dr.  Wallis  said. 

Galon  got  the  poison  nt  a  drug  storo  , 
at  Burlington  Junction  nt  7  o’clock 
Tuesday  morning,  it  was  learned. 

It  was  reported  at  first  that  the 
youth  died  from  injuries  received  when 
kicked  l>y  ono  of  tho  untamed  liorsos 
or  mules  at  tho  farm,  but  this  was  1 
discounted  lntor,  tho  coroner  stating 
tho  wound  had  nothing  to  do  with  his 
death.' 

When  the’  youth  fnilod  to  return 
homo  or  to  school  Tuesday  morning,  a 
search  was  made  for  him,  and  ho  was 
found  unconscious  at  tho  roar  of  tho 
barn  on  tho  stock  farm.  A  slight  wound 
was  found  in  his  uppor  right  forolioad. 
IIo  died  in  tho  office  of  Dr.  W,  S.  Hind¬ 
man  of  Burlington  Junction-  nt  12:30,f 
Was  a  Basketball  Player 
Galen  Manes  was  active  in  many  af¬ 
fairs  at  tho  Burligton  Junction  High 
School,  from  which  ho  would  hnvo  boon 
graduated  this  spring,  IIo  was  a  for¬ 
ward  on  this,  year’s  baslcptball  toam, 
Galen  was  horn  and  roared  in  Bur¬ 
lington  Junction.  IIo  is  survivod  by 
his  fnthor,  his  brother,  Goorgo,  also  a 
member  of  tho  bnskotbnli  team;  and  a 
sister,  Vornn,  who  is  making  hor  homo 
with  hor  mother’s  relatives  at  Blanch¬ 
ard,  In. 

Tho  Burlington  Junction  buskotbnll 
tonm  was  onterod  in  tho  bnskotbull 
tournamont  which  stnrtod  nt  tho  Col¬ 
lege  today,  hut  tho  entry  was  with¬ 
drawn.  Tho  Juncion  toam  was  counted 
on  to  go  far  in  tho  tournamont,  and 
somo  porsons  prodictod  that  it  would 
bo  tho  winnor.

Some  300  players  and  coaches  from  thirty-three;  high  schools  in  -  Northwest  Missouri  assembled  at  the 
College  gymnasium  this  afternoon  to  begin  play^in  the  opening  round  of  the  district  basketball  tournament.  While 
this  is  not  a  record  entry  list,  it  is  one  which  embraces  a  select  number  of  schools,  and  the  teams  in  the  tourna¬ 
ment  are  those  which  have  enjoyed  a  successful  season  so  far  this  year. 

A  number  of  teams  arrived  in  Maryville  late  yesterday  afternoon  and  last  night.  Several  came  by  train, 
but  the  maority  made  the  trip  to  Maryville  in  automobiles.  The  other  teams  came  here  this  morning,  a  few 
on  the  Burlington  train,  but  the  majority  in  cars. 

Drawing  -for  places  in  the  tournament  took  place  at  1  o’clock  this  afternoon,  and  play  in  the  preliminary; 
round  in  each  class  started  30  minutes  later. 

I 

The  odd  number  of  teams  in  the  tournament  made  an  awkward  bracket  in  the  first  round  of  Class  B'play, 
and  it  was  necessary  for  two  teams  to  play  a  game  before  the  first  round  in  order  to  cut  the  number  down  to 
sixteen  competing  teams.  ‘ 

Games  in  the  fiist  round  were  scheduled  for  SO  minutes  duration,  and  it  is  the  plan  tp  complete  that  round 
tonight.  I  he  second  round  of  play  in  each  class  will  start  tomorrow  morning,  and  the  teams  will  be  ready  for 
the  class  finals  by  Saturday. 

All  games  of  the  tournament  up  to  the  semi-finals  in  each  class  will  be  played  on  the  two  short  courts 
in  the  gymnasium.  They  will  be  played  in  7-minute  quarters.  Games  in  the  semi-final  rounds  thereafter  will 
be  played  on  the  long  court  and  will  be  in  8-minute  quarters. 

There  will  he  eight  games  on  the  short  courts  tomorrow,  and  four  on  the  long  court.  The  second  round 
of  the  tournament  wil  be  played  off  in  the  morning,  and  the  semi-finals  will  be  played  in  the  afternoon  and  at 
night.  Semi-finals  in  one  bracket  of  the  Class  A  tournament  will  be  played  at  2:30  o’clock  tomorrow  afternoon, 
and  in  one  biacket  of  Class  B  at  3:30  o’clock.  Ihe  other  bracket  of  Class  A  will  play  at  6:45  o’clock  tomorrow 
evening  and  the  Class  B  bracket  game  will  follow  immediately  afterward. 

The  games  tomorrow  night  will  be  started  purposely  early  so  that  play  will  terminate  in  time  to  allow 
those  who  wish  to  attend  the  concert  by  the  Cherniavsky  Trio  in  the  College  auditorium. 

Ihe  class  finals  will  be  played  on  Saturday  afternoon,  and  the  grand  championship  and  consolation 
championship  will  be  played  on  Saturday  night.  .  •  • 

A  new  luling  was  made  in  connection  with  the  tournament  this  year.  Each  school  was  allowed  to  be 
represented  b  yeight  players  instead  of  seven  as  has  been  the  rule  in  the  past.  This  decision  was  made  after 
many  of  the  teams  had  made  their  entries,  and  it  was  necessary  to  allow  the  teams  to  enter  one  man  after  they 
arrived  in  Maryville. 

The  College  will  give  a  trophy  to  the  team  winning  the  championship  in  each  class.  In- addition,  a 
grand  championship  trophy  will  be  presented  to  the  winner  of  the  tournament  by  II,  L.  Raines,  Maryville  jeweler. 
The  trophies  presented  by  the  College  are  17  inches  high  and  are  statues  of  “Triumph"  with  a  basketball 
shield  on  the  brown  base.  The  grand  championship  trophy  given  by  Mr.  Raines  is  a  large  siver  basketball. 

ihe  team  winning  the  championship  in  each  class  will  be  certified  to  the  state  tournament  in  Columbia, 
ibis  tournament  is  sponsored  by  the  Missouri  State  High  School  Athletic  Association,  and  sixteen  teams  will 
participate.  1  he  winners  from  the  teachers  college  tournaments  will  meet  two  teams  from  Kansas  City,  two  from 
St.  Louis,  and  one  each  from  the  Rolla  and  St,  Joseph  tournaments  at  Columbia. 

The  College  will  pay  half  of  the  expenses  of  each  class  champion  to  Columbia.  The  other  half  of -the 

expenses  will  be  borne  by  the  communities  represented  by  the  teams. 

In  case  either  of  the  class  champions  are  unable  to  attend  the  state  tournament,  the  winner  of  the  con¬ 
solation  finals  will  be  certified.  All  teams  which  play  in  the  tournament  must  be  members  of  the  Missouri  State 

High  School  Athletic  Association. 

1  he  visiting  teams  are  entertained  in  Maryville  by  the  College  from  the  time  of  their  arrival  until  after 
they  have  been  eliminated  by  the  tournament.  The  teams  must  stay  at  the  rooming  places  assigned  by  the  Col¬ 
lege,  however,  and  the  must  take  their  meals  at  the  College  cafeteria. 

Visiting  coaches  are  instructed  to  pay  for  their  rooms,  and  Mr.  Eek,  treasurer  of  the  tournament,  will 
refund  them  for  entertainment  up  to  the  time  of  their  elimination.  Mr.  Eek  will  be  in  the  office  of  the  director 
of  athletics  in  the  gymnasium  from  10:30  to  12:00  a,  in.,  and  from  4:30  to  6:00  p.  pi.  daily  to  make  refunds 
to  the  coaches.  \

Now  Entered  in 
A.A.U.  Tourney 

Coach  Lawrence  to  Take  Squad  of  Nine 

Players  to  Kansas  Olty  Meet  Schedul¬ 
ed  for  Next  Week. 

The  College  Bearcats,  co-champions 
of  the  Missouri  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Association  this  year  and  undisputed 
title  holders  last  year,  have  been  en¬ 
tered  in  the  national  tournament  which 
will  he  hold  in  Kansas  City  next  week. 
Coach  Lawrence  will  lcavo  here,  likely 
Sunday,  with  a  squad  of  nine  players, 
the  personnel  of  which  has  not  yet 
been  named. 

Although  tho  pairings  for  the  tourna¬ 
ment  have  not  yet  been  announced, 
it  is  likely  that  tho  Bearcats  will  go 
into  action  sometime  Monday. 

The  Maryville  team  had  a  successful 
season  this  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  it  was  not  able  to  gain  a  clear 
claim  to  tho  conferonco  title.  The 
Bearcats  won  eight  out  of  their  twelve 
conference  games,  and  in  addition 
scored  a  sensational  triumph  by  de¬ 
feating  tho  Hillyards  of  St.  Joseph, 
national  champions,  and  by  downing 
the  Morningsido  College  team,  ono  of 
tho  strongest  colloginto  quintets  in  the 
Middle  West. 

Gavo  Team  a  Rest 

Following  tho  closo  of  the  conferonco 
season,  Coach  Lawronco  gavo  his  team 
a  rest  of  several  days,  and  they  did  not 
rosumo  practice  until  Monday  of  this 
week.  Since  that  timo,  however,  thoy 
have  been  hitting  tho  hall  in  dead 
enrnost,  and  thoy  aro  rapidly  returning 
to  mid-season  form. 

Couch  Lawronco  has  emphasized  one 
point  in  connoction  with  tho  trip  of 
the  team  to  tho  national  tournament. 1 
And  that  fenturo  is  that  if  tho  Bearcats 
play  their  best,  he  does  not  caro  whether 
they  ,  win  or  not. 

“Wo  ar  going  to  Kansas  City  pri¬ 
marily  to  mnko  a  stab  nt  winning  tho 
national  tournamont,”  Conch  Lawronco 
snid.  “Wo  aro  going  to  got  tho  ex¬ 
perience  which  comes  from  meeting  tho 
best  teams  in  tho  country.  Rogardloss 
of  tho  outcome  of  any  gamo  in  which 
wo  taok  part,  I  shall  bo  woll  plensod  if 
iny  Bearcats  piny  tho  kind  of  ball  I 
know  thoy  aro  cnpahlo  of  playing.” 

Tho  porsonnol  of  tho  squad  which  will 
.mnko  tho  Kansas  City  trip  will  likely 
ho  announced  Into  tomorrow  or  onrly 
Saturday.  Coaeli  Lawronco  is  limited 
to  nine  mon,  all  of  whom  must  ho  regis¬ 
tered  with  tho  National  A.  A.  U.  Of 
course,  ho  will  tnko  tho  rogulnr  fivo, 
Burks,  Borst,  Captain  Joy,  Unglos,  and 
Ilodgos,  and  it  is  likely  that  ho  will 
tako  Orano,  Connor,  and  Forguson.  Tho 
ninth  man  will  probably  ho  oithor  Ibn 
or  Lislo,  with  the  edge  probably  favor¬ 
ing  tho  former,  sinco  he  has  not  boon 
takon  on  a  long  trip  this  yoar. 

Tho  Bearcats  will  stay  in  Kansas 
Oity  until  thoy  are  eliminated  from  tho 
tournumont.  If  thoy  aro  eliminated, 
thoy  will  hasten  hack  to  Maryville  in 
ordor  not  to  got  too  Into  a  start  on  tlio 
sohool  work  of  tho  spring  qunrtor. 

Coach  Lawronco  will  go  to  Columbia 
noxt  week  with  tho  toains  from  North¬ 
west  Missouri  to  tho  stato  tournamont 
unloss  tho  Bonreats  romnin  long  in  the 
national  tounroy.  In  easo  tho  direetor 
of  athletics  is  unablo  to  go  to  Colubia, 
Coach  Jones  will  likely  accompany  tho 
district  representatives  to  the  state 
meeting. 

Visiting  high  sohool  players  will  have 
several  opportunities  to  see  the  Bear¬ 
cats  in  practice.  They  will  work  out 
early  tomorrow  afternoon  and  again  oa 
Saturday  morning,  and  Coach  Lawrence 
haa  issued  a  welcome  to  all  visitors 
who  ear#  to  attsad  the  worh-outs.

Nearly  500  Students 
Register  For  Quarter 

This  Numbor  Does  Not  Include  Those 

Taking  Work  Exclusively  'in  the 

Conservatory  of  Music. 

In  tho  neighborhood  of  500  students 
hnvo  now  registered  for  the  spring  qunr¬ 
tor  at  tho  College.  Class  work  began 
today  aftor  registration  yesterday  and 
Tuesday.  Tuosdny  was  froshmnn  day, 
and  190  first-year  students  matriculated  , 
thou.  Yesterday  tho  yearlings  attended 
classes  whilo  the  sophomores  and  up- 
pcrclassmon  completed  their  registra¬ 
tion. 

Tho  total  registration  to  dnto  does 
not  includo  thoso  students  who  are  tak¬ 
ing  work  oxclusivoly  in  tho  Collogo 
Conservatory  of  Musie,  When  this 
numbor  has  boon  addod,  tho  total  figure 
will  ho  much  larger.  It  takes  sovornl 
days,  howover,  for  tho  duplicates  to 
bo  cheeked,  nnd  Miss  Hudson,  acting 
registrar  of  tho  College,  is  uunblo  to 
give  out  any  figuros  on  wlmt  tho  total 
onrollmont  will  bo. 

Tho  studont  ranks  will  ho  swellod  on 
April  25  wlion  tho  short  course  studonts 
arrivo  for  their  fivo  weeks  of  study. 
There  aro  also  a  number  of  students 
who  will  rogistor  for  tho  spring  quarter 
within  tho  next  two  weeks. 

Freshmen  who  did  not  completo  thoir 
registration  by  6  o’clock  Tuesday  nf* 
tornoon  and  othor  studuots  who  did  not 
matriculato  by  6  o’clock  Wednesday 
afternoon  aro  subject  to  a  lato-rogis- 
tration  foo.  This  rule  will  ho  rigidly 
enforced,  as  it  is  doomed  essential  that 
the  students  bo  ready  for  work  when 
classes ' begin.

WHAT  VALUE  TOURNAMENTS? 


The  question  has  been  asked,  "Of  what  value  are  these  basket¬ 
ball  tournaments,  and  are  they  worth  what  they  cost?’’ 

To  this  question  the  College  answers  that  the  basketball  tour¬ 
naments  which  it  sponsors  are  of  value  not  easy  to  estimate,  and 
that  they  are  certainly  worth  much  more  than  they  cost  in  dollars 
and  cents. 

In  the  first  place,  the  basketball  tournament  affords  the  high 
school  student  an  opportunity  to  visit  his  college.  It  gives  him  a 
chance  to  see  the  place  where  he  may  attend  college.  It  gives  him 
an  insight  on  college  life,  and  throws  him  right  into  the  midst  of 
those  students  who  are  pursuing  a  higher  education. 

Oftentimes  the  high  school  student  who  comes  to  a  basketball 
tournament  has  never  before  been  in  a  college  town.  He  has  never 
breathed  the  atmosphere  of  a  college.  To  him,  college  may  thereto¬ 
fore  meant  some  intangible  something.  And  his  visit  on  the  basket¬ 
ball  mission  may  give  him  the  incentive  to  attend  some  college, 
whether  it  be  in  Maryville  or  in  Texas. 

The  high  school  players  may  have  completed  an  entire  season 
without  having  gone  more  than  a  dozen  or  so  miles  away  from  their 
own  environment.  They  may  have  played  all  available  teams  but 
never  have  met  a  strong  team.  The  basketball  tournament  affords 
them  the  keen  competition  which  affords  the  maximum  of  experience 
in  any  line  of  endeavor. 

Arid  with  the  association  with  other  teams  and  with  other  in¬ 
dividuals  comes  that  broadening  influence  which  is  of  such  great 
value  to  all  of  us. 

From  the  College  angle  much  is  gained  by  the  basketball  tour¬ 
nament.  The  College  is  given  an  opportunity  to  display  its  wares 
to  those  who  support  it.  This  College  is  a  Northwest  Missouri  in¬ 
stitution.  When  thirty-three  fine  basketball  teams  from  all  over 
this  district  gather  here,  the  College  is  seen  its  true  light  by  those 
whose  money  goes  to  maintain  it. 

And  the  College  people,  faculty  and  students  alike,  are  made 
bigger  by  the  association  with  the  high  school  students.  For  where 
outside  of  high  school  does  one  find  that  carefree,  dare-all  spirit 
which  is  so  refreshing  to  all  who  may  be  inclined  to  see  only  certain 
sides  of  life.

program,  as  proposed,  has  tho  full  sup¬ 
port  of  loading  civic  and  educational 
organizations  throughout  tho  Stato  and 
has  received  tho  unanimous  approval  of 
our  Board  of  Rogonts  and  Commissioner 
of  Education.  Thero  can  bo  no  ques¬ 
tion  ns  to  tho  ability  of  tho  Stato  to 
finance  its  educational  program.  No 
matter  what,  may  bo  tho  stress  of  tho 
times,  no  matter  what  may  bo  tho  ne¬ 
cessity  for  retrenchment,  a  sacred  duty 
rests  upon  tho  State  and  her  peoplo  to 
koop  tlio  Department  of  Education  at 
all  times  100  per  cont  of  efficiency.  I 
trust  that  theso  same  recommendations 
of  tho  commission  appointed  for  that 
purpose  may  this  year  bo  given  full 
approval  and  result  in  tho  necessary 
constructive  and  remedial  legislation. 

Tho  mnnifost  unfairness  of  compell¬ 
ing  somo  children  to  attend  evening 
classes  if  they  wished  to  secure  nddi- 
tioal  education  resultod  in  the  enact¬ 
ment  in  1919  of  our  compulsory  part- 
time  school  law  establishing  continua¬ 
tion  schools.  During  the  past  school 
yoar  128,000  minors  under  17  years  of 
ago  attended  those  schools  and  tho 
value  of  this  new  program  is  now  evi¬ 
dent.  Tho  advantage  of  providing 
training  for  citizenship,  for  those  who 
arc  just  taking  up  tho  duties  and  res¬ 
ponsibilities  of  life  commends  itself  to 
all  right  thinking  people,  and  the  policy 
should  be  actively  supported  by  every 
community  in  tho  State. 

No  ono  doubts  tho  necessity  for  edu¬ 
cation  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Tn 
spite  of  the  acute  agricultural  depres¬ 
sion  through  which  tho  country  is  pass¬ 
ing,  2584  students  are  enrolled  in  our 
agricultural  schools.  Prior  to  reorgan¬ 
ization  of  tho  Government,  the  schools 
wore  erected  without  any  thought  of  the 
needs  of  the  locality  and  unquestion¬ 
ably  wero  not  properly  plncod  geo¬ 
graphically.  f  have  recommended  to 
the  commission  studying  furthor  reor¬ 
ganization  of  tho  Government  that  tho 
Board  of  Rogonts  bo  empowered  either 
to  abolish  or  consolidate  where  agri¬ 
cultural  schools  aro  found  by  them  not 
to  be  serving  tho  useful  purpose  for 
which  they  wero  created.  However,  if 
they  are  to  continue,  they  should  be 
properly  supported. 

The  Governor  then  renewed  liig  re¬ 
commendation  that  the  Stato  cease  its 
censorship  over  motion  picture  films,  a 
function  transferred  to  tho  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Education  with  the  reor¬ 
ganization  of  tho  State  Government. 

Commenting  on  the  scsquicentcnnial

Music  Will  Serve  to  Show  the 

Spiritual  Aspect  of  the  Child 


Music  will  servo  to  illustrate  tho 
spiritual  aspect  of  childhood  through 
obsorvanco  in  Sunday  Schools  of  tho 
coming  May  Day,  which  is  tho  opening 
of  National  Musie  Week  ns  well.  Theso 
observances  aro  to  bo  through  tho  med¬ 
ium  of  a  spocial  program,  “The  Mes¬ 
sage  of  May,’’  a  “lyric  expression  of 
childhood,”  This  has  .boon  prepared 
in  corroborntion  by  tho  National  Music 
Week  '  Committee  nnd  tho  American 
Child  Hcnlth  Association,  tho  latter  of 
which  is  fostering  May  Day  for  Child 
Health. 

In  a  foreword  to  tho  printed  copies 
of  this  suggested  program  the  nature 
of  this  musical  service  is  thus  described: 
“Tho  sentiments  are  non-dcnomlnn- 
tionnl  and  non-sectarian;,  tho  occasion 
celebrated  represents  ideals  in  which 
all  can  unite.  It  is  hoped  that  the  par¬ 
ticipation  will  be  general.  Those  who 
desire  may  combine  tho  program,  or 
any  part  of  it,  with  their  own  rcgulnr 


service.  Tho  children  will  undobtedly 
sing  with  greater  zeal  nnd  will  catch 
added  inspiration  if  they  arc  told  that 
tho  same  words  are  sung  to  tho  snmc 
music,  nnd  approximately  nt  tho  samo 
time,  by  millions  of  children  all  over 
the  country — in  tho  great  cities  and 
tho  hamlets — nnd  that  they  themselves 
aro  nctivc  participants  in  national  ob¬ 
servances  fostering  two  great  blessings 
— music  nnd  hcnlth— which  so  deeply 
affect  tho  hnppiness  of  mankind.”  j 
A  very  elastic  treatment  of  tho  out¬ 
lined  program  is  suggested  not  only  to 
tho  Sunday  Schools  but  to  other  groups 
that  might  produce  it  ns  an  embodiment 
of  their  interest  in  child  health.  “The 
Message  of  May”  is  divided  into  four 
brief  motifs,  symbolizing  various  phas¬ 
es  of  childhood,  ns  follows:  “Tho 
Child  and  Nature,”  “Tho  Child  and 
lt3  Parents,”  “ Childhood  the  World 
Over,”  and  “Tho  Child  nnd  God.”  A 
spoken  prologue  and  epilogue,  to  bo 


delivered  by  any  oldor  child  or  by  an 
adult,  dovelops  tho  respective  themes  of 
the  four  motifs.  Each  of  tho  lattor  is 
expressed  through  a  muscicnl  number 
nnd  theso  aro  llnkod  with  musical 
interludes,  which  arc  commentaries  up¬ 
on  what  is  to  follow.  Tho  toxt,  in  part, 
is  set  to  familiar  music  nnd  has  in  part 
a  musical  sotting  written  expressly  for 
this  program.'  It  is  suggested  that  tho 
various  episodes  be  assigned  to  differ¬ 
ent  groups  of  children  so  as  to  give  as 


many  ns  possible  an  opportunity  for 
self-expression,

After  30  years  of  service  to  eTacliers 
College,  Columbia  University,  Dr. 
.Tames  E.  Bussell  has  resigned  as  dean 
of  the  college.  Ilis  resignation  becomes 
effective  June  30,  1927,  after  which 
time  ho  will  remain  nt  tlio  college  as 
professor,  'His  successor  will  bo  Dr. 
William  F,..Bussell,  now  professor  of 
education  and  associate  director  of  the 
international  institute  of  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege,  and  son  of  the  present  dean. 

The  resigntion  of  Dean  Bussell  was 
accepted  by  the  trustees  “with  every 
possible  expression  of  regret  for  his 
withdrawal  from  chief  administrative 
responsibility,  of  admiration  for  his 
long  and  distinguished  service  to  the 
college  and  to  the  cause  of  education, 
as  well  as  of  affection  for  his  person.” 
They  invited  him  to  remain  as  Barnard 
professor  of  education  with  the  title 
of  dean  emeritus. 

Reporting  on  the  appointment  of  n 
successor,  the  committee  of  trustees 
said  of  Dean  Bussell’s  sou: 

In  ago,  in  scholarship,  in  broad  hu¬ 
man  sympathy,  in  rich  and  helpful  per¬ 
sonality,  and  by  reason  of  an  experience 
quite  unusual  for  a  man  of  bis  years, 
Professor  William  F.  Bussell  stands  out 
preominetly  the  man  best  fitted  to  the 
administrative  post  soon  to  become  va¬ 
cant  by  bis  father’s  retirement.

Neith¬ 
er  will  thoy  hnvo  to  oxorciso  thoir  brain 
to  romombor  ono  thousand  yoars,  bo¬ 
causo  tho  gamo  is  yot  in  its  infancy. 
To  be  exact  it  datos  back  thirty-four 
years 

Tho  origin  of  baskotball  mny  bo  con- 
sidorod  us  uniquo  among  the  national 
sports.  It  was  a  doliborato  invention 
oh  tho  part  of  Dr.  Naismith  and  Dr. 
Fuliek,  ut  tho  International  Y,  AI,  O, 
A.  Training  School,  at  Spriugfiold  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  in  1892. 

These  mon  intended  that  it  should 
moot  •  tho  nood  for  an  indoor  gamo 
wliioh  would  ho  a  groat  gamo  in  win¬ 
ter,  as  football  is  in  tho  full,  and  as 
baseball  is  in  tho  sunimor.  Bo  far  thoir 
intentious  havo  provou  vory  successful. 
'  Iu  fhose  dajys  as  uow,  they  had 
gymuasium  classes,  indoor  track,  wrest¬ 


ling,  boxing  and  othor  forms  of  in¬ 
door  exercise.  But  tho  number  that 
took  part  in  such  work  wns  very  small 
as  compared  with  thoso  who  took  part 
in  the  great  outdoor  games.  Thoso  mon 
noticod  this  and  turned  to  tho  out¬ 
door  gamo  to  find  tho  basis  of  thoir 
popularity. 

Tho  first  thing  thoy  found,  which 
lyus  making  tho  outdoor  games  popular 
was  competition.  That  ovorlasting  do- 
siro  of  a  youth  to  moasuro  his  strength 
with  that  of  his  follows.-  Anothor  ole- 
mont  which  thoy  noticod  was  making 
tho  outdoor  games  popular  was  co-op¬ 
eration.  Tho  team  work  whore  ovory 
momber  is  striving  for  tho  success  of 
his  team  rather  than  for  his  own  in¬ 
dividual  solf. 

So  with  thoso  two  qualitios  in  mind 
baskotball  was  invented.  And  it  is  tho 
distinctness  of  thoso  two  qualitios  that 
has  causod  its  troinonduous  growth  and 
popularity. 

Tho  first  teams  to  bo  organized  con¬ 
sisted  of  nino  sovon  and  finully  fivo 
playors  ns  it  is  at  prosot.  Tho  first 
games  wore  started  by  throwing  the 
ball  into  {ho  court  from  tho  sidelines. 
A  regulation  football  was  usod,  and 
tho  goals  wore  poach  baskets  fastened 
to'  tho  wall  ton  foot  from  tho(  floor. 
Tho  ball  could  bo  batted  or  thrown  at 
tho  goal,  a  goal  being  mudo  whon  the 
ball  romainod  in  tho  baskot. 

Toduy,  tho  gamo  hns  boon  worked 
down  to  tho  most,  scientific  system  of 
play.  Rules  liuvo  boon  mado  to  gov¬ 
ern  all  those  officially  eonnoetod  with 
tho  gamo,  Tho  “flvo  man”  and  “man 
to  man”  stylo  of  defonso  havo  taken 
tho  place  of  the  “four  man’-*  defense 
and  offense,  and  the  short  pass  system 
of  advancing  the  hjill  has  taken  tho 
place,  of  the  long  shot  down  the  floor.  |
